BIG OIL DISPUTE 
’ .. JUDGMENT. 


Reference to “ Millions 
Damages.” 


Mr. Justice Roche, in the King's 
Bench Division recently; gave judg- 
ment for plaintiffs in an action the 
damages of which, it assessed, Sir, 
Patrick Hastings, K.C., said would 
“run into millions’ of pounds,” 

The General Asphalt Company 
and the Barber Asphalt Company, 
American corporations, sued the 
Anglo-Saxon Petroleum Company, 
Ltd., of Leadenhall Street, London, 
fur damages for breach of contract. 

They alleged that the defendants 
had failed to use their powers and 
influence Lo secure for the plaintiffe 
from the Colon Development Com- 
pany, Ltd. (which owed the defend-

taken over by them) 954 per cent. 
royalty of the crude oil produced 
from the properties in the Vigas 
Concession, Venezuela, in the neigh- 
hourhood of the famous Lake Mara- 
kaibo oilfields. 

The defendants replied that they 
were to use their influence as far 
aa legitimately posaible, and they 
vould not out-yote minorities in gub- 
sidiary companies. They had car- 
ried out the obligations of the agree- 
ment of 1928 under which they were 
sued. 

Sir Patrick Hastings, KC, Sir 
Boyd Merriman, K.C., Mr. Lionel 
Cohen, K.C,, and Mr. W. Van Breda 
appeared for the plaintiffs and Sir 
John Simon, K.C. Mr. Wilfred 
Greene, K.C., and Mr, A. Andrewes 
Uthwatt for the Anglo-Saxon Co. 

After a conference with Sir John 
Simon, Sir Patrick Hastings an- 
nounced that they had agreed to 
limit the scope of the inquiry. Sir 
John Simon thought it would turn 
on Clause 3 of the  con- 
tract, which provided that 
the defendants should use such 
rights and influence as they 
possessed to secure that the old 
Colon Company provided the roval- 
ty. Sir John would say that 
the clause did not impose on the 
Anglo-Saxon Company any obliga- 
tion to give a consideration to the 


Colon Coy any. 
Meanitg of “Influence.” 
Myr. Justice Roche: The word 


“influence” depends on its content. 
Its quantity may not be‘so import- 
ant as its: quality; it depends on 
what is commercia)] influence. 

Sir John Simon: [admit that if 
we offered consideration to the 
Colbn Company we could get them 
to make the necessary contract. 

Sir Patrick added that his case 
was now closed. He understood 
that if the Court said the defen- 
dants were bound to carry out their 
contract and procure the oi] they 
could do it. 

Mr. Justice Roche said there was | 
the alternative possi¥ility that the 
matter could be disposed of by pay- | 
ment of. damages. f 

Mr. Wilfrid Greene, opening the 
defendant’s case, pointed out that 
the issue was whether the defend- 
ants were under an obligation to 
secure the royalty to the plaintiffs 
by paying for it whatever might be 
a proper consideration to the Colon 
Company. It was not suggested 
they could get it without paying. 
If they attempted to use majority 
voting or the power of directors to 
divert something from the old Colon 
to the pockets of the plaintiffs with- 
out seeing that the Colon got a 
proper consideration they would be 
stopped at once by action by the 
minority shareholders. 

Mr. Greene argued that “influ- 
ence” could not mean “payment.” 
The word chosen in thie agreement 
was chosen to preserve the differ- 
ence of obligation between the 765 
per cent..owned and the 100 per 
cent. owned companies. This was 
75 per cent. owned, and the word 
“influence” was employed to avoid 
the legal implication of payment. 

Counsel added that Sir Patrick 
failed to 'make his flesh creep when 
he talked of damages totalling mil- 
ons -of ‘pounds. The case was

SIAMESE RICE. 


LOWER EXPORTS & DECLINING 
PRICES. 


The unfavourable conditions gen- 


‘erally prevailing in the market be- 


came much worse during the quar- 
ter under review, states an official 
report on Siamese rice exports for 
the last quarter of 1930. Since 
September padi prices have dropped 
almost 100 per” cent. in the loca! 
market and it is by no means cer- 
tain that rock-hottom has yet been 
reached. 

The export of rice from the Port 
of Bangkok during the last quarter 
(September-November) -of the pre- 
sent season amounted to 194,000 


tons, and the total for the full sea- 


son thus came to 1,034,100 tons, or 
138,000 tons Iess than during the 
previous season, which itself was a 
poor one. 

As regards the new crop, the 
surplus available for export from 
Bangkok during the season, -Decem- 
ber, 19830—November 1931, is esti- 
mated at 1,750,000 tons. To this 
amount must be added a carry-over 
from last year's crop of about 
200,000 tong, as well as the amount 
coming down by rail from the 
Northern and North-Bastern Pro- 
vinses, 

The combined export in December 
1930 and January 1931 came to 
ubout 186,000 tons, and untess the 
monthly total improves considerably 
during the coming months, there is 
bound to be an unusually large 
carry-over at the end of this season. 


The position created for Siam by ‘ 


bumper crops everywhere and by 
low prices abroad is undoubtedly 
aggravated by the. prevailing condi- 
tions in China and by the incursion 
of Burma into that market, which 
was once Siam’s best customer. 
Very little hope can, however, be 
held out that prices are likely -to 
improve during the present season. 
On the contrary, the hardest pinch 
may be felt towards the end of the 
season, 

During the period ‘ under review 
prices of rice of all grades in Singa- 
pore declined steadily. Exports to 
Singapore amounted to 85,900 tons, 
valued at 10,625,000 Baht 
(£965,000). 

An increase in excess of $600,000 
is shown in the annual report of 
taxes collected in Manitoba during 
the crlendar year 1980. The re- 
port, tabled in the Legislature the 
other day, announced taxes collected 
amounting to $4,894,760, which in- 
cludes amusement, gasoline, high- 
way traffic, incorporations and in- 
come taxes. ° ;

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MALAYA’S IMPORTS, 


DEPRESSED MARKET IN 
1930. 


London, March 17. 

The following is from the March 
issue of the Chamber of Commerce 
Journal: o: 

Owing chiefly to declining values 
for leading export products, busi- 
ness conditions and trade in British 
Malaya were depressed throughout 
last year. Exports, which amount- 
ad to $654,600,000, declined 28 per 
cent. compared with 1929, and im- 
ports at $705,100,000 were 20 per 
cent, lower. 

According to the American Trade 
Commissioner at Singapore, imports 
of manufactured goods declined by 
about 25 per cent. chiefly from the

ese ands, however, —_inereased. 
Semi-official estimates show that 
imports of pussenger cars declined 
44 per cent., us compared with re- 
ceipts of the previous year, while 
imports of trucks decreased by 34 
per cent, The United States held

the truck buainess, while the share 
of the United Kingdom was 82 per 
cent., and 193 per cent., respectively.

SCIENCE AS ALLY OF | 


PEACE. 


Where Britain Lags 
Behind. ; 


CRIMINALS’ WAYS, 


That the Police in Great Britain 
have not kept abreast with forces 
abroad in the exploitation of science 
for the purpose .of crime investiga- 
tion is a view expressed in the an- 
nual report of the Inspectors. of 
Constabulary. 

Sir Leonard Dunning, reporting 
on county and borough police in 
England and Wales, etutes: . 

“Generally speaking, this country 
lags behind in the organised collec- 
tion and use of the experience of 
others and in the adaptation of 
science and modern mechanism to 
police purposes.” 

This comment is mude by Sir Leon- 
ard in referring to the institution 
of a police college. Such a college 
us a centre of research would, Sir 
Leonard suggests, do something to 
rectify the defect to which he refers. 

The college would also, he consid- 
ers, prove of value In the selection 
of candidates for promotion. é 

“Whether a vacancy in the high- 
er ranks is filled by promotion 
or by appointment from some other 
field of employment,” Sir Leonard 
remarks, “there is too much of ex- 
periment about the selection. Many 
i man chosen turns out well—may'! 
be because of, may be in spite of hia 
untecedents; others turn out indif-; 
ferently or badly, 

Tipping Evil. . 

“Is it too much to hope that the 
yearly return from the college of 
some fifty men, definitely trained 
in the spirit of these ideas, will 
stiffen the service by traditions 
such as have built up reputations 
zlsewhere? 

“It should, 
necessary to refer year after year 
to the degrading effect of tips on a 
hody of men who aspire to have 
their occupation regarded as’a pro- 
fession, and to the far worse prac- 
tices to which tips may and do 
lead; this, necessity still exists and 
will exist so long as the popular idea 
that there is no harm in tip- 
pings a policeman is kept alive by 
the still too ready acceptance of the 
proffered tip. 

Major-Gen. Sir Llewellyn W. 
Atcherley, reporting on the Forces 
in the Northern District, calls at- 
tention to the danger of carrying 
out traffic control work at the ex- 
pense of police patrol duties. 
* “Examination of the duty books” 
he says, “indicates that it is time to 
give a warning that a halt should 
be called, before any further at- 
tempts are made to squeeze still fur- 
ther sacrifices of police time from 
present establishments at the cost 
of patrol work.

PENSIONS DEFICIT. 


Expenditure Increased By. 
“$2,500,000. 


There was a big increase in 


widows’, orphans’ and ‘old-age con- 


tributory pensions during the year 
ended March 31 last, partly due to 
additional claimants becoming en- 
titled to’ pension ag from January 
2, 1930. 7

troller and Auditor-General in his 
report on the Pensions Account, 
that during the year expenditure on 
pensions amounted to £25,348,241, 
as compared with £22,804,463 in the 
preceding year. 

In addition, the cost of adminis- 
tration amounted to £1,096,373 
making a total expenditure of 
£26,444,614, The income from in- 
surance contributions was £24,076,- 
487, leaving a deficiency of £2,368,- 
126, which was met by transfers 
from the ‘Tressury Pensiona Ac- 
count.

MONTREAL HARBOUR. 


£700,000 Winter Construction 
Programme. 


The programme of port im- 
provements to be carried out in 
Montreal during the winter 
months has been much enlarged 
by the decision of the Harbour 
Commissioners to proceed with 
the erection of new wharves at 
Windmill Point. The new work 
in the upper ‘section of the port 
is expected to involve an expen- 
diture of nearly £300,000. 

The announcement, was made 
not Jong since that the down- 
stream ‘side ‘of the Kipg Edward 
pier would be reconstructed at a 
cost ‘of about £300,000, and that 
other haubour works to be under- 
taken would cost an‘ additional 
£100,000. A total expenditure of 
£700,000 .is therefore indicated 
during the current period of clos- 
ed navigation in the St. Lawrence 
River. 

An Order-in-Council was ‘pags- 
ed recently conceding authority 
to the Montreal Harbour Com- 
mission for the improvements at 
Windmill Point, and tenders for 
construction are to be called for 
without delay. The Harbour 
Board has had under: considera- 
tion for some time past the ques+ 
tion of improving’ wharfage faci- 
lities’ ‘ut this point, as -:.many 
steamers receive grain cargoes at 
this. season from ‘the 3,600,000 
bustiel elevator located’ there, 
Nearly 1,500 feet of new wharf- 
age will be built during the next 
four months, the works. to ‘be 
completed in time to’ have the 

whole piér ready forthe opening

HAGEN. 


Stories of. a Great 
Golfer... — 


RESPECT "FOR DUNCAN. 


We are told that Walter Hagen 
has announced that he will not 
enter for the British Open Cham- 
pionship of 1931, Knowing my 
Hagen, I think it is now long odds 
on him doing so, and with Bobby 


Jones definitely retired I imagine; 


such an “idea of not playing has 
never entered his mind, writes 
C. W. Packford in the Sporting 
Life. 

The great American golfer is 
one of the most amusing “eg pull- 
ers” I have ever met. I remem- 
ber two seasons ago when he 
enused consternation among the 
promoters of a‘maich between him 
and Archie Compston by a state- 
ment that he did not want to play, 
and would not turn up to do so, 
The promoters were in a quan- 
dary, and all manner of suyges- 


to securing a substitute, s0 can- 
eclling the engagement altogether. 
At the time I wrote advising them 
not to be foolish; to wait calmly 


; and patiently and Hagen would be 


there all right. ‘They wisely did 
80, and “little Wally’ was on. the 


first tee at the appointed hour, an 
unusual occurrence for him. 
Hagen has spent a life-time “pull- 
ing the legs” of governing author- 
ities, committees, and opponents, 
frequently with signal success 
to his illeconcealed enjoyment. 
Take one incident. On the morn- 
ing of June 3, 1927, at Worcester, 
/Mass., U.S.A. Great Britain and 
America met in Lhe first official 
-Ryder Cup match. The custom on 
these ocensions is for the rival 
captains to hand their teams in 
the order in which they will play, 
and unknown to the rival com- 
bination, to an appointed official. 
It naturally would be an advan- 
tage for a leader to know the com- 
position of the other team, for 
there are certain players who are 
the moral victims of others, and 
ta evade these would naturally 
make all the difference. Ted Ray 
Was our captain on that occasion, 
and In some way or other Hagen, 
with that innocent, far-away ex- 
pression which foretells “danger” 
to those who know him, he per- 
suaded bluff good-hearted Ted to 
announce the order in which 
Great Britain would play before 
he decided that of his own team. 
Result: U.S.A. 9% matches, Great 
Britain 2% matches. 

Two years later, Walter brought 
his team to Britain in an 
attempt to retain the trophy. 
The mateh was played at 
Moortown, Leeds, and ‘on this 
octasion George Duncan was 
our leader. Now, if there is 
ene man in the world for whom 
Hagen has a wholesome respect, 
and who, not for a moment, would 
he .attempt to intimidate, it is 
Duncan, and” so the contest 
was conducted in accordance 
with regulations. Result: Great

CENSUS OF 1931. 


PRELIMINARY REPORT FOR 
HONG KONG. 


The Censua of the Colony was 
taken on March 7, 1931, 

The preliminary "Census com. 
menced on February 19 and con- 
tinued up to the Census Day. The 
revision of the work done during 
that fortnight and the actual Cen- 
sus was carried out on the morn- 
ing of Sunday, March 8 

Reports received from the Chief 
Enumerators were on the whole 
fuvourable und showed that the 
work on the preliminary census 
was fairly well done; the revision 
war carried out na quickly as 
could be expected and the returns 
were, with few exceptions, re- 

’ ceived at the Cenaus Office in the 
course of a few. days. 

The date fixed for the Census 
was satisfactory, It was, ‘how- 
ever, only 18 days after China New 
Year and it might have been bet- 
ter to have waited another week 
or fortnight. The returns from 
the Harbour Office and from the 
Railway show, however, that 
while the balance of emigration 
over immigration wag about 11,000 
during the two weeks ended Febru- 
ary 28, in the following week end- 
ing on Census Day there was a 
balance inward of over 7,500 per- 
sons, The bulk, therefore, of 
those who had left for the China 
New Year holiday ‘had probably 
returned. 

The Census of the floating popu- 
lation was taken on two days, 
March 7 and 8, under the super- 
‘vision of the Chief Junk Inspec- 
tor, and of Polite Officers in 
charge of launches for outlying 
dreas., ' 

The following table has been 
prepared from the totals in tha 
Enumerators’ Summary Books as 
regards Hong Kong, Kowloon and 
New Kowloon and from a rapid 
counting of the entrics in the 

' forms for the New Territories and 
floating ‘population where Sum- 
mary Books were not used.

London, March 21. 

Among the most fascinating 
documents one can study now- 
aduys, suggesting as they do a 
veritable “magic carpet” of 
super-speed holiday travel, are 
the new Summer time-tables of 
the airway lines of Europe.

“Toll England” is a brillant 
pleco of work pictorially and con- 
tains many novel and impressive ' 
{deas In the uae of sound. It docs 
not, however, attempt to tell the 
whole story. of that almost in- 
credible adventure of tho war. 

That in a way, is a pity, becauss 
there could be no finer material 
for graphic film drama. 


A Boy’s Eye View. 


Instend, “Tell England,” adapt- 
ed from the novel by Mr. Ernest 
Raymond, shows the reactions of 
two public schoolboys in the cam- 
paign. The film opens with peace- 
ful school and sports scenes before 
August 1914, and shows the two 
boys (played by Car) Harbord and 
Tony Bruce) joining up at once 
and being sent to Gallipoli. - 


There, as officers, they endure 
the agony of an isolated post and 
finally one of them dies in bomb- 
ing a trench mortar’ battery. 

Miss Fay Compton gives a very 
sympathetic characterisation of 
this boy’s mother. 

This story is’ hardly strong 
enough to stand out against the 
greater drama of. the campaign. 

But “Tell England” shifts the 
war film into a‘new field, and is 
such a capable bit of work that it 
may well achieve greater success 
than the film of “Journey’s End” 
and some of the triumphs of “All 
Quiet.”
